HILL SMASHING TAMMANY. . 

(BY DIRECT VINE TO THE TIMTIS.: 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—{Exclusive 
Dispa Hon. David B. Hill, the 
boss of the Democratic party in the 
State, has undertaken the task of dis- 
rupting Tammany Hall and putting 
forward Hush McLaughlin of King 
county as the Democratic leader of 
New York City. Today Hill starts his 
campaign in the State, with Tammany 
ignored and its leaders snubbed and 
humiliated. He has tried before to 
break the power of the organization in 
State politics, but this time he is con- 
fident of success. 

Some of Hill's lieutenants from up 
the State last night disclosed his plan 
for taming the “tiger.” They were eso 
tickled over the way the Tammany 
leaders were snubbed and elbowed to 
the rear at the notification ceremony in 
the Tilden Club that they could not 
keep the secret. They spoke right out, 


MeLaughliin as the Democratic leader 
of the entire city, and that he expected 
to disfupt Tammany before the end of 
the campaign. 

lt was made known that Hill urged 
the Greater New York Democracy to 
nominate candidates for the Assembly 
in a number of New York county dis- 
tricts;,indorse Justice Steckler of the 
Republican county ticket, and do 
everything possible to keep down the 
Tammany vote and widen the breach 
between the factions. 

Secretiy, Hill and his agents are do- 
ing all in their power to stir up strife 
in Tammany, while keeping the organi-' 
zation out of the State campaign. Hill 
hates T ny and Croker, and makes 
no secret of it. Now that he is master 
of the party in the State his friends 
say he has planned eweet revenge for 
the treatment he received in 1900 at the 
hands of Croker.

SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 16.—Great 
interest was ‘manifested today among 
the delegates to the Presbyterian Synod 
in the reports of committees on the 
Theological Seminary at San Anselmo.
